There is no manufacture of this article 

in the country, in spite of the vast amount of 

copper exported thence, and provided the labour required for 

this purpose does not require to be highly skilled, it appears to 

be a field for enterprise. At any rate, British manufacturers 

might attack the import business, which is shown, from the pre- 

sence of France, not to be the monopoly of Germany to the same 
extent as other electrical business.

Electric lamps, lamp-holders and switches of the cheapest kind are 
imported from Germany, the Netherlands, and 
Blestric Fittings. Switzerland., British makers are not appearing 
at all. Arc lamps, chiefly German, are very 
hesanely used, advantageous .rates being given in Madrid for 
current for this purpose. A good many miniature arc lamps have 
been introduced lately. There is one Spanish factory, on a small 
scale. Carbons for arc lamps, which, under the old tariff, paid two 
pesetas, now only pay one peseta per kilo. net, and the importation 
is expected, under these circumstances, to increase. ‘There are two 
Spanish companies manufacturing, of which the most important is 
the one at Barcelona. 


The residences of Madrid are almost entirely divided into flats, and 

lifts are being introduced into: all the more 

Lifts. modern ones. Hydraulic lifts of local manu- 

facture are too slow to be satisfactory, owing to 

insufficient water pressure, and have a formidable rival in an 
Italian electric lift. 


There might be an opening for wood paving in some of the more 
important towns, if the effect on it of months of 
Wood Paving. drought and heat could be overcome.

JAPAN-—-FORMOSA: 


The “Japan Financial and Economic Monthly” for December 

states that with a view to facilitate the irriga- 
Irrigation Plant. tion of the island of lormosa and to give an 

electric supply, the Formosan Governor- 
General has planned an irrigation work on a great scale, and in 
order to bring it into practice, the authorities concerned at present 
are negotiating with the Department of Finance. According to 
the investigation made by the Governor-General, the total outlay 
for construction would amount to 30,000,000 yen. The work is 
to be completed in sixteen years. 

The island is provided with waterworks called hishu, but 
they are very imperfect and hardly serve the needed purpose. 
Moreover the imperfection of the sewerage system is likely to 
cause inundation. Such being the case, the authorities concerned 
planned a scheme for the irrigation work on a great scale to 
extend over 610,000 ko (a ko is equivalent to a Japanese cho, 
or about 2°45 acres), which forms the total arable land in the 
island, but the cost of the work would have exceeded 
100,000,000 yen, so that the scheme had to be reduced. The 
new plan is to construct 24 aqueducts (including 13 branches) 
in the region most promising for cultivation, such as the middle, 
southern Giran, and some parts of the north. The portion to be 
thus irrigated extends over 120,000 ko, that is, it contains the 
chief arable land in Formosa, Half of these districts is paddy 
fields, and the other half consists of the beet fields and barren 
land. Owing to lack of irrigation, the fields did not yield double 
crops of rice as is common to the island. In the cultivation of 
beets, the fields were not suited to the putting out of young plants. 
Now, as a result of the new work, all these defects will be cleared 
away, and the barren regions will become cultivated land.

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It must be borne in mind that the above figures do not in all 
cases represent the total production of the minerals for the year. 
Large quantities of several important minerals, such as iron ore, 
limes stone, sandstone, slate, clay, &c., are obtained from quarries 
under the Quarries Act and from other open workings, the returns 
from which are not yet available. The totals for coal, and the ores 
of copper, lead and zinc may, however, be regarded as substantially 
complete. 








COTTON INDUSTRY OF INDIA. 

The following particulars relating to the cotton industry of 
India are extracted from a preliminary statement received from 
‘the Director-General of Commercial Intelligence at Calcutta :— 

The Indian cotton industry dates as far “back as 1851, when the 
first mill was started, but complete statistics were not reported 
until 1879-8. In the following statement quinquennial averages 
are given from that year, the figures in brackets representing the 
variations, for each period, from the average of the quinquennium 
from 1879-80 to 1883-84 taken as 100. Sterling capital has been 
converted into rupees at the average rate of “exchange of the 
period :- a

It will be seer that the number of persons dial and of 
looms and spindles in operation has increased to a larger extent 
than the amount of nominal capital, which was, however, not. 
reported from many private mills. 

At the end of 1906-7 there were in India 217 cotton mills, con- 
taining 59,375 looms and 5,546,288 spindles. Of this number 106 
were exclusively spinning mills; 10 were exclusively weaving 
mills; and in 101 both spinning and weaving were carried on. 
ey employed a daily average number of 211,156 persons: 

136,406 men, 39,799 women, 20,856 young persons, and 14,095 
children. Four of these 217 mills, with 44,880 spindles and 703 
iooms, were closed throughout the year, and 11 mills were started 
anew with 95,548 spindles and 494 looms. 











_—— — 
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The nominal capital of the mills, as far as this information has 
been furnished, is Rs. 17,26,89,894, including the sterling capital 
of 1,086,2741., of which 850,5211. is paid up; of the rupee capital 
Rs, 12,88,70,256 is paid up. ‘There are further sterling debentures 
amounting to 99,0001., and rupee debentures to the value of 
Rs. 1,45,67,880 issued by 31 companies. Twenty-six mills also, out 
of 39 worked by private proprietors, have not reported the capital 
employed by them, and for these 28 millions of rupees would seem 
to be a fair estimate. The aggregate of the nominal capital and 
debentures is thus nearly 217 millions of rupees, and of this 170 
nillions of rupees or 11°33 million pounds is paid up. 

The Bombay Presidency possesses 71 per cent. of the mills and 
spindles and 79 per cent. of the looms. In the Native States and 
French Territory there are 20 mills, with 4,084 looms and 316,268 
spindles. Only 39 of the mills are owned otherwise than by joint- 
stock companies.

The great decline in 1900-1 was due partly to the drought in 
India, which impaired the purchasing power of the people at the 
same time that it raised the price of the raw material, and partly 
to the collapse of the markets in China, which after being over- 
stocked with supplies from India and Japan were prevented from 
operating by the serious disturbances in that country. With the 
passing away of these causes of depression, and a reduction in the 
prices of raw cotton following on larger crops, the mills resumed 
operations with great activity, but in the latter half of 1903-4 the 
rising price of the raw material, which was in great demand for 
export, without a corresponding rise in the price of yarn, made 
profitable business difficult, so that several mills either closed or 
worked short time. The latter part of the following year, however, 
saw a complete revolution of the conditions affecting the spinning 
industry, caused by the fall in the price of raw cotton and the large 
off-take of the principal markets, so that to meet the forward con- 
tracts all the spindles had to be brought into full use and a state of 
unusual financial prosperity was created. 

The spinning of yarn is in a large degree centred in Bombay, 
the mills of that province producing nearly 75 per cent. of the 
quantity produced in British India. Bengal produces 7 per cent.,

the United Provinces of Agra and Oudh about 5 per cent., Madras 
5 per cent., and the Central Provinces 4 per cent. Elsewhere the 
production is as yet very limited. 

A noticeable fact is the continued increase in the production of 
yarn of counts higher than number 25, which is as much as 49 
million lb., being 8 per cent. of the whole production. In Bengal, 
the United Provinces, and the Punjab the mills spin kardly any 
yarn above number 25, yarn of that count and lower numbers 
representing 99 per cent. of the whole production. In Bombay, 
however, the spinning of the higher counts (above 25) is 9 per cent. 
of the whole, and in Madras it is 7 per cent., and in the Central 
Provinces 4 per cent. Using Egyptian and other imported cotton, 
the Bombay mills are now spinning in appreciable quantity yarns 
of No. 40 and upwards. The production of the finer yarns—Nos. 
31 to 40—increased last year to about 17 million lb. from 104 
million lb. in 1905-6. 

Production of Woven Goods.—The production of woven goods

The weaving mills were less affected than the spinning mills by 
the high price of raw cotton in 1905-4, for there was a consider- 
able advance in the price of cloth, both the home and the foreign 
demand being good, and in the following year these high prices 
were still realised when the prices of raw cotton had fallen to 
normal levels. The production therefore increased by about 12 
per cent. in 1903-4, by 15°8 per cent. 1904-5, by 2°5 per cent. 
in 1905-6 and by 1°5 per cent in 1906-7. 

Weaving is concentrated in the Bombay mills to an even greater 
degree than spinning, the mills of that province producing about 
85. per cent. of the whole quantity woven in British India. Madras, 
the United Provinces, and the Central Provinces produce about 
o per cent. each. The goods woven are mainly grey (unbleached) 
goods, these representing 81 per cent. of the whole production.

Of the total increase in imports of over 7,700,0001., more than 
half is to be placed to the account of raw cotton; other raw 
materials, magnenety and steam vessels between them contribute 
another 3,250,0U0/., while partly manufactured articles, with the 
exception of cotton yarn, all show considerable increases. 

The recrudescence of imports of cotton yarn in 1906 was only 
a temporary phenomenon and it is not surprising to find a very 
large decrease in this item. 

The most serious reduction under any one heading is under 
that of woollen cloth and serges, which only amounts to 885,7401., 
as compared with 1,582,918. in 1906. This is all the more un- 
satisfactory, because although the exact figures have not yet been 
published, it is estimated that about 90 per cent. of this decrease 
will be in British woollen goods. 

It is not possible to state yet the share taken by various 
countries in Japan’s trade for the whole year, but it would appear 
that the imports from Great Britain will show a considerable 
increase. 

Exports, which in 1906 had increased by nearly 32 per cent. 
over 1905, did not maintain this rapid rate of progress, and only 
showed the comparatively modest increase of 883,986l., or 2 per 
cent. ‘The most important changes are to be found in the follow- 
ing items :—Decreases in refined sugar of 857,144/., cotton yarns, 
515,847/., habutaye (silk tissues), 369,4451., aid matches, 149,998I., 
respectively , ave more than compensated for by increases in raw silk 
of 658,010/., timber, 428,535/., copper, 424,434/., coal, 279,4501., 
tea, 180,502/., fish oil, 178,876/., and camphor, 142,311/. It 
must be remembered, however, that the increase in copper is 
largely due to the exports, which took place during the first eight 
months of the year, of metal contracted for when the price was 
still phenomenally high. Tea once more shows an _ increase, 
although the trade has changed to a certain extent. : 

Under the heading of wholly manufactured articles many items 
which had given great promise in 1906 have retrograded, and 
although there is, on balance, a gain of nearly a quarter of a 
million pounds, this is chiefly due to miscellaneous goods, 
because in nearly all the important lines, save cotton undershirts 
and drawers, and cotton piece goods, there is a falling off.

Any blanket costing 45 cents per Ib. or less is to be entered for 
duty under Item 567, “and if the importer appeals from this classi- 
fication for duty, representative samples are to be submitted for 
rating by the Board of Customs. 

Blankets costing over 45 cents per lb. are to be carefully exam- 
ined by the Customs officers, who will certify in each case whether 
they are composed wholly of pure wool or not.

It is, however, provided that quinine shall 
only be imported after the previous examination of each consign- 
ment in the Chemical Laboratory of the Greek Ministry of Finance 
so as to determine whether it fulfils the conditions imposed by 

the Greek Board of Health. 

The Board have also received translation of a report of the 
Medical Council describing in detail the tests to which it is 
proposed that sulphate, bi-sulphate, hydrochlorate and tannate of 
quinine, respectively, shall be submitted as soon as the new Law 
regulating the sale of quinine comes into operation. The tests 
are equally applicable to the quinine purchased by the Greek 
Government and that imported in the private trade. The report 
.concerning the tests has been published in the Greek Official 
Gazette in order that traders concerned may take measures before 
the law comes into operation, and the translation may be seen by 
persons interested at the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the 
Board of Trade, 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C.

BRITISH INDIA.

Steel ae report on the Hanyang Steel Works, which has 

been drawn up by Mr. St. George Moore, 

M.1.C.E., Consulting Engineer of the Hankow Waterworks :— 

‘‘ Plant installed and available at present :—T'wo blast furnaces 
capable of turning out 250 tons of pig-iron per day now in full 
work ; one Siemens-Martin steel furnace capable of turning out 40 
tons of steel per day, with no arrangement for reducing phosphorus 
and therefore useless for rails ; one Siemens-Martin furnace with 
French modification capable of turning out 100 to 120 tons per 
day. By this furnace they have reduced the phosphorus to 005, 
the British Board of Trade regulations requiring nil to ‘05 maxi- 
mum phosphorus. Carbon can be made to any specification. 

“ Note.—T wo other similar furnaces are nearly ready—-also 150 
ton mixer—to assist the iron composition and give the required 
mechanical tests. 

“The rolling mill now consists of two rolls for plates up to 40 ft. 
by 7 ft. by 15 in., two cogging mill rolls, and one rail roll capable 
of rolling 200 tons per day; this last is in actual use. 

“The testing shop is completely installed—with a ‘ Buckton’ 
balanced machine, I believe, of the latest pattern as used by Stanger 
in England —a horizontal tensile or compression testing machine. 

“The laboratory I could not see, but from the information 
obtained as to what they can reduce the phosphorus to from actual 
tests, I presume they have one. 

‘Generally, from information received, they appear to be able 
to turn out about 200 tons of rails per day.”

The notice states that leases are to be 
given for areas of any size for a term of 99 years, with the right 
of purchasing the land at four dollars an acre at the end of ten 
years. There is to be no rent for the first 10 years, and from the 
tenth to the fifteenth year an annual rent of 20 cents. per acre is 
to be charged; from the sixteenth year onwards the rent is to be 
50 cents per acre. For any rubber, balata, or other like substances 
obtained on the land during the first ten years, a royalty of 2 cents 
per lb. is to be paid to the Government, and the lessee will be 
required to plant up with rubber trees to an average of not less 
than 60 to the acre. :

quintals less than the crop of 1907. 





ARGENTINE REPUBLIC. 


H,M. Consul at Buenos Aires (Mr. A. C. Ross) reports that, 

according to returns of the sugar crop recently 

Sugar Crop. published, the output in the province of Tucu- 

man last year was 91,000 tons, and in the other 

provinces 18,000 tons, making a total of 109,000 tons. The 

quantity of sugar consumed in the country is about 150,000 tons, 

so that there will be a shortage of about 41,000 tons, which will 

have to be imported from abroad. During 1907 a considerable 
amount of sugar was imported. 


According to the ‘‘ Review of the River Plate” (Buenos Aires), a 

report has recently been issued by the Agricul- 
Rice Cultivation, tural Department bearing on the cultivation of 

rice in Argentina. ‘The report states that rice 
is cultivated in the provinces of Tucuman, Salta, Jujuy, San Juan, 
and Santiago del Estero and in the Territory of Misiones. Last 
year the areas of cultivation were as follows: Tucuman 2,900 
hectares, Salta 440, Jujuy 357, San Juan 275, Santiago del Estero 
10, and Misiones 370 hectares. ‘The average production per hectare 
is estimated at 3,000 kilos., and the cost of production at about 
150 dols. m/n per hectare. It is stated that in Salta and Jujuy a 
higher average yield is obtained than in ‘T'ucuman, and that in 
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Jujuy the expenses do not exceed 135 dols. m/n per hectare, 
manual labour being cheaper and nothing being paid for water. 
The climate and soil of these provinces are favourable to the 
plant, and there is a sufficient average rainfall; moreover the 
numerous rivers and “arroyos” afford facilities for irrigation. 
The rice-growing land is relatively cheap. ‘The Department 
admits that Argentine rice is of an inferior quality to the imported 
article, one of the principal causes being the want of care 
displayed in the selection of seed. It is thought in official circles 
that rice can be cultivated with advantage in the province of 
Cordoba, and that the islands forming the delta of the Parana are 
still better adapted for it. 

The production of Argentine rice last year amounted to about 
13,000 tons, nearly all in the husk. In the province of Jujuy the 
rice is shelled, but by such primitive methods that the result is a 
broken and deteriorated product.
